During  the  past  year  the  Planning  Board  has  been  active;  eight 
meetings  have  been  held,  including  four  public  meetings;  subdivision 
regulations  have  been  drawn  up  and  adopted;  zoning  ordinances  were 
formed,   and  passed  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  our  last  Town  Meeting. 

One  subdivision  application  was  considered,   but  the  application 
was  dropped  by  the  developer  when  he  learned  that  our  regulations 
required  minimum  lot  sizes  of  two  acres  in  that  area,   and  his  pro- 
posal was  for  one  acre  lots. 

Conferences  have  been  held  with  the  Regional  Planning  Director, 
and  with  the  Town  Attorney  to  clarify  the  status  of  certain  roads  in 
the  Town,    and  to  determine  the  proper  action  the  Town  should  take 
in  allowing,    or  refusing  to  allow,   building  on  said  roads,  (i.e.    roads 
closed  subject  to  gates  and  bars). 

We  feel  that  the  Planning  Board  has  already  been  of  much  help 
to  the  Town,    and  we  hope  to  be  of  much  more  help  in  the  future.

This  past  year  several  suggestions  were  submitted  to  Carter 
and  Woodruff,    architects  of  Nashua,    for  their  plans  and  costs  to  come 
up  with  some    solution  to  our  increasing  enrollments.     These  included 

(1)  a  middle  school  for  800-1000  pupils  grades  5-8  for  entire  district; 

(2)  additions  to  High  School,   Mt.    Caesar  and  Fitzwilliam  schools;  (3) 
adding  to  the  elementary  schools  and  build  a  small  middle  school. 
This  work  will  be  completed  soon  and  put  to  the  voters  of  the  district 
to  decide  which  solution  they  w^ant. 

There  has  been  a  gib  emphasis  on  career  education  in  the  high 
school  because  many  students  cannot  afford  higher  education. 

Due  to  death  of  John  Goodnow,    school  attorney,   Atty.    Wm. 
Prigge  of  Fitzw^illiam  -was  selected  to  replace  him. 

Purchase  of  land  near  Fitzwilliam  school  w^as  finalized. 

Teacher  negotiations  this  year  w^ere  limited  to  tw^o  meetings 
with  board  which  was  more  successful  than  working  with  a  committee 
previously. 

School  board  meets  regularly  twice  a  month  (open  to  public) 
with  other  meetings  as  are  needed. 

The  budget  for  1973-74  has  been  finalized  by  the  board  at 
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$2,222,582.00  which  reflects  an  increase  in  teachers'   salaries. 

The  public  hearing  will  be  held  on  February  14  and  the  annual 
school  district  meeting  on  March  17.     These  will  be  held  in  the 
auditorium,  of  M.  R.  H.  S. 

The  attendance  from  Roxbury  has  been  very  small  and  I  wish 
we  could  have  a  bigger  turnout.
